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Coal Crn k, Trnn , May 20 — An fx- 
plMkm Tn the Kialerville and TbUtle 
coal mines hew caused a sbockLng sac- 
rifice of human lives. Tbe mine* took 
ftw *ft»r the cxploaion. 

Qeorge N. Camp. Fuperlntfndent of 
TlHstle mine, gave out an official state- 
eient PBtlmatlng the number killed in 
beth minea at 150. None baa been res- 
e«ed. 

Two rescuing parttps wpr*> startfd 
Into the Thistle and Kratervllle mine 
entrances as soon as possible after the 
expIoaloD. Tbe Thistle party was una- 
ble to iMke any headway whaterer, 
aa the gas stifled the men almost as 
seOD as they entered the shaft. The 
Fratervlllc party went as far as the 
"PaitiDg of the Ways" Into tbe mine, 
where a heavy fall of alate wae en> 
countered. This cut oft any further 
progrese Into the mine until the slate 
obstacle was removed. The intense 
heat Indicates that the mine is on fire. 

At 1:30 p. n. one man was taken 
from tbe mouth of the FratervlUe 
mine. He waa an unrecognizable mass 
ot leeh. 

Fifty Paisengers Rescued. 
New York. May 20.— The ferryboat 
Mauih ('hunk of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey collided with a railroad 
feat off the Battery. The Manch 
Chunk had a number of passengers 
aboard, and her captain did not ba( k 
out from the float for fear that the wa- 
ter would rush in at tbe bole made by 
the colliaion. The float and ferryboat 
drifted' down the bay together, and 
ae there was a heavy fog, were soon 
loet to sight fr(mi t^hore. All the pas- 
sengers were taken off the Mauch 
Chnnk by tbe i*aet<«, and were landed 
in Jersey City. No one waa hurt The 
. boat wliich collided with the Mauch 
Chunk belonged to tbe Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. It was being towed by 
the tug Bli Conl. There were about 
60 paaaengera on the ferryboat, and 
fbr a time there waa much excitement. 

Dye Heueee Cleaed. 

PafPTFOii, N. J., May 20.— Every dye 
bouse in this city was closed as a re 
eult of the order m«4e last week for 
a general strike. Two policemen were 
•Cktiooed at each dye house as a pre 
cautionary meaaure. but there wae no 
disorder. Tbe strikers have planned 
to send some of their men to the Fenn 
aylTaala towns, where silk skein dye 
lag ia done, and Peteraburg, Va., with 
ft view of bringing into tbe union the 
men working in the dye houses In both 
places, and inducing them to add to 
t)Mlr strength of the strike by quit' 
ttaff their tubs In sympathy. 

Mr. Dolllver's Speecn. 
Washington, May 20.— Mr. Dolliver 
said, In the eenate, the attacks on the 

army were dictated by malvolence, 
which also wtus directed against the 
government. He paid a tribute to the 
Isite Preaideat McKinley, saying there 
war DO hote of greed In bis policy. Mc 
Kinley had put the seal of his approval 
upon holding the Philippines in trust 
for their inhabitants. He said eon 
freke wae more likely to cede back tbe 
valMy of the ^ieslaslppi than to leave 
Uie PhlUpplnea to anarchy. 

Neumann Diamiseed. 

Washington, May 20. — Captain Ber- 
tram S. Neumann of the marine corps 
has been dismissed from the naval 
aervice as a result of his trial by 
courtmartial at Peosaoola, Fla. Cap- 
tain N^umaaa wae tried on four 
charges: Scandalous conduct tending 
to the destruction of good morals, dis- 
obeying tbe lawful order of bis su- 
perior officer, falsehood, conduct to 
tfee prejudice of good order and mill- 
VUJ discipline. 

Will Appoint Cardinaib. 
Rome, May 20.— Aa It will be lm« 
possible for the pope to personally un- 
dertake tbe strain of tbe work in con- 
nection with tbe Philippines mission, 
he will appoint a committee of three 
cardinals to confer with the American 
delegates, and it is thought likely that 
Cardinals Martlnelll, Satolli and Vive- 
sy Tuto, the last named a Upauiard, 
will coMtltUte this committee.

CLASH n? A HOTEL. 
Exciting ."Soeue Over L'nitcd State 
Kugltives In Montreal. 

Hentreal, May 20.— There has bem 
an exciting scene in the corrldt r of 
the fifth floor of the V»iLdicr hotel, 
wtaen, for tbe first time in Canada 
within the recollection of lawyer*, a 
hotel waa turned Into a oeurt ot Jua- 
tlee on Sunday. This event was fol 
lowed by a determined effort on the 
part of friends of John F. Qaynor and 
Benjamin D. Qreen to gain forcible ea- 
traace to their rooms. Ten of the 
etoatest olilcers of the Montreal police 
force stood guaid over the priponers 
and when Attorney Taschereau, the 
prisoner's count il, tried to get throuKh 
their line be met anything but polite 
treatment 

The cla*h came about over a rumor 
that the prisoners' fiiecds had a plan 
to rescue them. It was nectfti.iy to 
get tbe prisoners out of tbe betel, 
so Judge LaFonatine was sent for, and 
told that an important point was to be 
argued. Followed by a dozen lawyers, 
the jiidpe went to the corridor, and 
within 50 feet of tbe rooms occupied 
by Oayaor and Oreeae he opened 
court 

LAwyers for the defense declared 
thty knew of a pii t ( n the l ait (^f the 
United States authorities to kidnap 
the men at night and hustle tbem out 
of the country in the shme way they 
bad been brought from Quebec to Mcn- 
trcal. Mr. Tasclieieau dfniandrd that 
his clients be at once returned to tbe 
county Jail, where they could be safely 
locked up. Crown Prosecutor Lemieii- 
lux bad no objection, but Senator Dan 
durand, acting fi r the United States, 
denounced the stutemtnt of a plot as 
a falsehood. 

It was then declared, amid great ex- 
ritment, that the reverse was the case 
and the excuse of placiuK the prlsun- 
ers in jail probably mtant that, as 
soon as the men were out of the door 
of tbe hotel, hired men. biding nearby, 
would spring upon the party and drlvje 
them to a safe place. 

Judge LAfonatine said be wonM go 
In and see tbe prisoners, but lunpei 
tor MacMahon shoved him back. and. 
backed up by the other nine men, 
shouted deflance to i»i\nv n lawyer 
who dared to try to get ir.'.o tlie rooms. 
Some of the lawyers (|(i;(:(d tci i f 
the attorney general, who is in the 
city, and potnt out to him that no one 
had right to maintain a private prison. 

Judge Lafonatlne granted an Indefin- 
ite remand In the cases of Gay nor and 
Green, and ordered them incarcerated 
in the Montreal Jail in the meantime. 

To Advocate Arbitration. 
New York. May 20.— Tbe eighth 
Lake Mohonk conference on interna- 
tional aibitration will be hild at Mo- 
honk Lake. N Y.. May und 30 
John W. Fof^ter will preside at the 
meeting, which will be attended by 
over 200 men and women of all par- 
ties, faiths and professions. The fir^t 
.Mohonk aibitration conference wa.s 
called in 18i)&. In organization and 
methods it resembles the Mohonk In- 
dian conference, which baa met since 
1883. Bach year's conference baa a 
separate existence. It Is not a peace 
confert nee. As a body it di/<s not 
maintain that war baa been or is al- 
ways wrong. The conference holds 
that, as a business proposition, it is 
time to substitute law for war between 
nations as between men. Wars already 
in progress at the time of tbe meeting 
are not discussed. The mission of the 
conference Is to do ita share toward 
preventing future wars through the ne- 
gotiation o* obligatory treaties before 
the passions of men have beccjme 
aroused. This year it will deal espe 
cially with tbe commercial aspects of 
war, and will endeavor to enllet tbe 
buFirii.'-^s men of the country In some 
special effort in behalf of axbitration. 

Mr. Underwood'a Point 

■^'ashington. May 20. — The house 
resumed consideration of the naval ap- 
propriation bill. When tbe house ad-

Dallas, May 20.— The desth dr aling 
ctorm which swept over tbe state of 
Texaa anuffed out the lives of at least 

90 persons, injured ^ver 100. and left 
the. histosle iltH#- town of Qoliad a 
gaping wreck. ^ 

Within five minutes tbe terrible 
work of the tornado was done, and 
those who were lucky ( nouf;h to es- 
cape with their lives ran to tbe work 
of rescue. 

The survivors at Oollad are too 
dazed to estimate the property loss, 
but a strip of the town two blocks 
wide and oce mile long was swept. 
Tbe damage is heavy. Dead and dying 
aalmala are mixed with the debris, 
which marks the path of tbe storm. 
The injured aic being cared for by 
physicians and nurses, who arrived on 
special trains. No tames of the dead 
or injured has been received here in 
addition to those already reported. 
The storm which Fwept Goliad destroy- 
ed much property in other portions of 
the ttate. but so far as known no lives 
were lost. Shortly after noon the 
storm struck Ban Antonio and demol- 
ished property to the extent of possi- 
bly $75,000 and Injured several per- 
sons, none serioubly. 

Austin also suffered considerable 
property lose. At Mineola a wind 
storm, followed by rain, uprooted hun 
dreds of shade trees and blew several 
bouses from their foundatlona. A Mra. 
Willingbam was Injured. 

Heavy rains fell throughout the 
western portion of tbe state and will 
help crops materially. The Panhandle 
eapeclally wae drenched. 

To Raise Funds. 

Mexico City, .May 20,— The finance 
department has sent to an 
important bill authorizing tbe execu- 
tive to issue the fifth and laat series 
ot the Intertor 5 per cent bonds, 
amounting to (20,000,000, the proceeds 
to be applied to the payment of sub- 
sidies to four railroad companies.

The locals as a rule do not 
furnish money, but provide coal, food 
and other neceasariea ot lite as they 
are neaded. At far aa can be learned 
there have been no appllcatlou 
reived by the union for aid.

The Board of Directors of the local 
Young Men's Christian A3sociatii>u w ill 
have a special meeting at their rooms 
this evening at 7:30 o'clock. Plana for 
the summer's work and other importaut 
matters w ill be considered which have to 
do with the future of the aaaoviatiou. 
The local asiociation hao never done a 
more Hucoesffiil work, aa a whole, in its 
history than during the past year. In 
some reapecta improvements could be 
effected and the board are hoping to 
make these aa aoon aa practicable. 

Through the educational work, bible 
claaaes and men's meetings, an increas- 
ing namber of young men have been 
reached. The work among younger boys 
has been pre-eminently successful. Ef- 
forts are now being maide to provide for 
sufficient funds to enable the association 
to close the year, Sept. lat, without a de- 
ficit. Considerable ia at ttake when the 
value of the association to the com- 
munity ia considered. Said Prof, ilava 
Thomaa at the mon'i meeting latt San- 
day afternoon: 

I do not know that I am eapabls of putting 
the correct wtlmat* on the valao of tbU tMocia- 
tioa. ai I would havo to take into oonddsratton 
til the poiatbUitiM of the llvet tbat aro touched 
here for time ahd for etemitf. One man alone 
wbo«e life might he touched here for better, and 
bia wideulDg, broadening, never-ending tnda- 
enoe u be touched the Uvei of othen U beyond 
the power of any one to estimate. I believe the 
association In iu t>farinb( on tbu lives of the 
young men auc! boys of our city bait a tendency 
to uplift tbem physically, meutallv and morally, 
auil I belii-ve if the parents of this city coulil be 
made to realiie ttiat perhaps the future of tbeir 
boys (lepeuded upon the contiuued ezUtence ol 
tbU lustitutiou tbeir heart) aud poekttbooks 
would be opened to its support. 

If I were to gu toauy business man iu Mays- 
ville and ask him what be valued most in a 
young man whom he mistbt employ he would 
say good character, honesty, sobriety aud capa- 
bility. This aaflociatiou stands for all this for 
every boy it touches. The expense of a 
rear In a cltyof H iXM luhabitants U little enough 
to bring about tbiK end. Tbla Is the only In- 
ititutlon In this city where the young men of 
the town, whether youug or old, rich or poor, 
can meet on an e<)ual fooilug and have the 
advantaf* of good literature, baths, gymnasium, 
etc. I iMlieve that If the importance of the 
work of theaiaoclation were realized, every busl- 
ncM man in Mayaville who ha* not aupported 
it iMietofon would b« smittta with conaclence 
and aar. "I kav« bien derelict la my dulr." and 
write the Stcfttarjr Immedlalelr •noUMlng a 
check for a haadsome anm. The Uvea of the 
young men have l>aan tooohed, and tbey win 
touch the Uvea of othen, aud tbetr inflnence 
goes on wideniog and wldealaff, and w« oaanot 
compute whece the laflaenoe will and that goei 
out bom tUs laatl tBttea.
